You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Exeter,  on  Tuesday,  the  10th  day  of  March,. 
next,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  choose  all 
necessary  Town  Ofl!icers,  for  the  year  ensuing,  by 
ballot,  the  polls  to  be  opened  at  ten  of  the  clock  in 
the  forenoon  and  to  close  not  earlier  than  six  of  the 
clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  to  act  upon  the  following- 
subjects  : 

1st.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  a 
town  clerk. 

2nd.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurahty  vote  one 
selectman  for  three  years. 

3rd.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one 
trustee  of  the  Robinson  Fund  for  the  term  of  seven 
years. 

4th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one 
trustee  of  the  trust  funds  held  by  the  Town  of  Exeter, 
to  hold  office  for  three  years. 

5th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one 
trustee  of  the  Swasey  Parkway  for  three  years. 

6th.  To  choose  Delegates  to  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention. 

7th.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers, 
auditors,  or  committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

8th.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor, 
for  repairing  highways,  for  repairing  and  building 
bridges,  for  repairing  and  building  sidewalks,  for 
building  drains  and  sewers,  for  oiling  streets,  for  pay- 
ments of  the  town  debt,  for  lighting  streets,  for  de- 
fraying expenses  of  decorating  the  graves  of  soldiers, 
for  preventing  the  spread  of  insect  pests  within  the 
town,  for  the  payment  of  firemen  for  the  ensuing  year„ 
and  for  other  charges  arising  within  the  Town. 


9th.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and 
other  officers  and  committees  heretofore  chosen  and 
pass  any  vote  arising-  therefrom. 

10th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
town  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen, 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

11th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  revenue 
of  the  water  department. 

12th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  issuance  and  distribution  of  print- 
ed matter  to  call  attention  to  the  resources  of  the 
Town  and  to  assist  on  planning  and  development  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Town  in  cooperation  with  other 
towns  coordinated  in  the  Seacoast  Regional  Develop- 
ment Association,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fiftv 
dollars  ($250.00). 

13th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  have  an  annual  Town  Audit  made  by  the 
Municipal  Accounting  Division  of  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission or  an  accountant  approved  by  it  and  expend 
a  reasonable  amount  for  the  same. 

14th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  property  of  the  Town  acquired  by 
tax  collector's  deeds  as  the  result  of  tax  sales. 

15th.  To  vote  on  the  question  "Shall  Sweepstake 
Tickets  Be  Sold  in  This  Town." 

16th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  seven  thousand  seventy  dollars 
($7,070.00)  for  the  establishment  of  an  aeronautical 
fund  and  to  transfer  said  sum  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Aeronautical  Ck)mmission  under  the  provisions  of  R.S.  A. 
423:6,  423:7  and  423:8. 

17th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase 
fire  apparatus  consisting  of  a  1,000  GPM  American 
LaFrance  custom  pumper  on  a  commercial  chassis  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  ($12,500.00)  for  the  same. 

18th.     On  petition  of  David  A.  Flanders  and  34  others 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  available  as  a 


public  highway  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  houses, 
that  section  of  Lary  Lane  which  extends  from  Court 
Street  in  an  easterly  direction  for  a  distance  of  six- 
teen hundred  feet. 

19th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  provide  group 
plan  accident,  medical,  surgical  and  hospitalization  in- 
surance benefits  (Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield)  for  all  regu- 
lar employees  of  the  town,  type  of  coverage  to  be  ar- 
ranged within  limits  determined  by  the  selectmen, 
the  cost  to  be  paid  wholly  by  the  Town  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars 
($3,000.00)  for  this  purpose. 

20th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  the 
'"County  Records  Building"  and  land  of  the  County  of 
Rockingham  situate  on  the  Easterly  side  of  Front 
Street  in  Exeter  for  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($50,000.00)  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  an  amount 
not  exceeding  sixty  thousand  dollars  ($60,000.00)  for 
the  purpose  of  financing  the  said  purchase,  alteration 
of  the  building  and  purchase  of  equipment  for  use  of 
the  town  offices  and  departments  in  said  building,  such 
sum  to  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  under 
and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Finance  Act  (N.H.  R.S.A.  33)  and  any  amendments 
thereto,  and  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  issue  and 
negotiate  such  notes,  the  discretion  of  fixing  the  date, 
maturities,  denominations,  the  interest  or  discount  rate, 
place  of  payment,  form  and  other  details  of  said  notes 
and  of  providing  for  the  sale  thereof  to  be  delegated  to 
the  board  of  selectmen,  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  Town,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

21st.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  employ  professional  appraisers  to  appraise 
all  taxable  real  estate  in  the  Town  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty  two  thousand  dollars 
($22,000.00)  for  this  purpose,  to  be  raised  by  taxation 
in  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  dollars  ($11,000.00)  for 
the  year  1964  and  eleven  thousand  dollars  ($11,000.00) 
for  the  year  1965. 

22d.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  provide  a  tax  map  of  the  Town  to  be  pre- 
pared by  competent  personnel  to  be  employed  over  a 
period  of  two  years  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 


twenty-one  thousand  ($21,000.00)  for  this  purpose  to 
be  raised  by  taxation  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  ($10,500)  for  the  year  of  1964  and  ten 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($10,500)  for  the  year 
of  1965. 

23d.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  delegate  to  the  Community  Cen- 
ter Commission  the  power  to  administer  and  supervise 
a  system  of  public  recreation  in  the  Town  of  Exeter  and 
the  power  to  employ  a  Community  Center  director  and 
playground  instructors  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000.00)  for  this  purpose. 

24th.  On  petition  of  Reginald  C.  Stevenson  and  16 
others  to  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800.00)  to 
install  permanent  stones  to  commemorate  those  who 
gave  their  lives  in  each  of  the  great  conflicts,  namely 
World  War  II  and  Korea,  these  monuments  to  be  erected 
adjacent  to  the  flag  pole  at  the  Exeter  Cemetery. 

25th.  On  petition  of  Richard  I.  LaPerle  and  12  oth- 
ers to  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500.00)  to  be  matched 
by  existing  Federal  funds  for  the  construction  of  a 
Civil  Defense  Training  and  Control  Center  at  the  Cen- 
tral Fire  Station  on  Court  Street,  to  provide  a  central 
location  for  Civil  Defense  Training  and  the  continued 
functioning  of  Town  Government  and  its  essential 
agencies  in  the  event  of  the  occurrence  of  disaster  re- 
sulting from  enemy  attack,  sabotage,  or  other  hostile 
action,  or  from  fire,  flood,  hurricane  or  other  natural 
causes. 

26th.  On  petition  of  Richard  I.  LaPerle  and  13  oth- 
ers to  see  if  the  Town  of  Exeter  will  constitute  Richard 
I.  LaPerle,  Mrs.  G.  Russell  Booth,  Harold  J.  Carbon- 
neau,  Sr.,  Thomas  Cronshaw,  Michael  Dagostino,  Al 
Ferron,  James  Folland,  Joseph  Gaulin,  James  Griswold, 
John  Henry,  Coleman  Hogan,  Raymond  Hoyt,  Thaddeus 
Klemarczyk,  Charles  Knibbs,  Walter  Lang,  Harry  Mar- 
cotte,  George  J.  Mead,  Edward  Miles,  Norman  Morris- 
sette,  Theodore  Nowak,  Edwin  Saari,  George  Scammon, 
Robert  Shaw,  Henry  Shepard,  Mrs.  Elbridge  Stoneham, 
Harry  B.  Thayer,  Jr.,  Dean  Thorp,  Sr.,  Robert  Varrill, 
Stephen  Wheeler,  Jr.,  and  the  three  present  Selectmen, 
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or  their  successors  in  office,  a  committee  to  investigate, 
consider  and  report  with  their  recommendations  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Exeter  at  a  special 
Town  Meeting  or  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  the  various 
forms  of  Government  that  might  be  adopted  for  the 
Town  of  Exeter. 

27th.  On  petition  of  Henry  Marcoaldi  and  12  others 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  water  main 
in  a  southerly  direction  along  Court  Street  beginning 
at  the  last  entrance  and  continuing  to  the  bridge  north- 
erly of  the  town  line,  the  distance  of  this  addition  to  be 
approximately  1,500  feet,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  seventy  five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500.00) 
for  same. 

28th.  On  petition  of  Alma  C.  Kusiak  and  ten  others 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  sewer  approxi- 
mately one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  in  a  westerly 
direction  along  Park  Street  from  the  junction  of  Cass 
and  Park  Streets  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  six  hun- 
dred and  forty  dollars  ($640.00)  for  same. 

29th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase 
the  salary  of  the  Selectmen  by  two  hundred  dollars 
($200.00)   each  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

30th.  On  petition  of  Paul  S.  LaPerle  and  ten  others 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200.00)  for  the 
purpose  of  seven  band  concerts  to  be  played  during  the 
summer  of  1964.

and  ten  others  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  for  con- 
ducting the  annual  Halloween  party  in  the  Exeter  Town 
Hall  for  Exeter  children. 

32d.  On  petition  of  James  Folland  and  eleven  others 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  non-partisan 
ballot  system  for  Town  elections  as  provided  by  Re- 
vised Statutes  Annotated  Chapter  59. 

33d.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  grant  a  right  of  way  to  Exeter  and  Hamp- 
ton Electric  Company  to  construct  and  maintain  a  line 


of  poles  and  wires  over  land  of  the  Town  in  Strathanx 
in  the  vicinty  of  the  "Skinner"  Wells  as  laid  out  on 
plan  "Exeter  and  Hampton  Electric  Company  Proposed 
Right  of  Way  Across  Property  of  Town  of  Exeter,  New 
Hampshire,  January  27,  1964,  1  inch  equals  100  feet, 
E  -  1  -  821,"  said  right  of  way  to  be  100  feet  wide  run- 
ning Westerly  from  land  of  Rogalski  and  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  i>ower  line  to  serve  Sylvania  Electric  Prod- 
ucts, Inc. 

34th.     To   transact   any   other   business   that   may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

Town  Manager's  Report 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Exeter: 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  this  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1963.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen  for  the 
confidence  they  have  in  me  by  appointing  me  to  the 
office  of  Town  Manager,  Engineer  and  head  of  the  Pub- 
lic Works.  Also,  I  wish  to  thank  all  department  heads 
and  employees  of  the  Town  for  the  cooperation  given 
me  since  taking  over  this  office. 

The  year  1963  saw  the  retirement  of  two  department 
heads  with  many  years  of  honorable  and  faithful  serv- 
ice :  George  Bean,  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, with  twenty-seven  years  for  the  private  water 
company  and  thirteen  years  with  the  Exeter  Water  De- 
partment, and  Benjamin  Hoitt,  Superintendent  of 
Police,  with  thirty-eight  years  as  a  law  enforcement 
officer  and  thirteen  years  as  head  of  the  department. 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  the  Citizens  voted  to 
construct,  equip  and  maintain  a  sewerage  system  and 
sewage  treatment  facilities.  At  the  same  time  it  was 
voted  to  appropriate  $1,300,000.00  to  finance  this  long 
awaited  project  to  abate  pollution  in  the  Exeter  and 
Squamscott  Rivers.  A  Sewer  Committee  was  formed 
by  the  Selectmen  to  assist  them  in  this  monumental 
project.  The  committee  met  several  times  and  aided  the 
Selectmen  in  the  selection  of  the  site  for  the  lagoons. 
The  signing  of  the  contract  for  the  engineering  fees 
was  completed  after  the  committee  had  made  a  thorough 
study  of  the  engineering  contract.  The  next  step  in  the 
sewer  project  was  that  a  survey  party  started  making 
initial  surveys  for  the  design  of  the  sewerage  system. 
It  is  expected  that  the  first  construction  contract  will 
be  out  for  bids  approximately  the  last  of  April  or  the 
first  part  of  May,  1964. 

During  the  summer  we  experienced  a  very  dry  sea- 
son.  Exeter  was  fortunate  to  have  the  supply  of  water 
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for  consumption  it  had,  namely  the  Lary  Well,  Skinner 
Farm  Wells  and  the  Exeter  Water  Works  Pond.  Had 
it  not  been  for  the  Water  Works  Pond,  conditions 
might  have  been  serious.  However,  the  construction  of 
a  new  source  of  water  supply,  the  Stadium  Well,  was 
progressing  rapidly  and  was  completed  and  in  operation 
by  November.  This  new  supply  of  water  now  gives 
Exeter  a  small  -reserve  in  our  water  supply.  We  must 
continually  seek  avenues  of  new  supplies  of  water  due 
to  the  uncertainties  of  the  quantity  of  potable  water 
from  underground  sources. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  a  new  industry,  Sylvania 
Electric  Products,  settle  in  the  town.  In  April  con- 
struction started  on  a  new  $1,500,000.00  building  to 
house  offices,  laboratory,  cafeteria  and  machinery. 
There  were  several  minor  delays  in  the  construction 
but  it  is  expected  the  building  will  be  completed  in 
April,  1964. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Exeter  for  the  fine  cooperation  given  me  since  taking 
over  this  office.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  Audit  Report  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ended  December  31,  1963,  made  by  Hunt's 
Accounting  Service,  as  requested  by  the  vote  of  your 
Town. 

Scope  of  Audit 

All  Departmental  Divisions  of  the  Town  Government 
were  audited :  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Clerk, 
Tax  Collector,  Trustees  of  Trust  Fund,  Clerk  of  Muni- 
cipal Court,  Library,  Swasey  Parkway,  Parking  Meters 
and  Water  Department. 

Financial  Statements 

Exhibit  A-1  contains  the  Comparative  Balance 
Sheets,  as  of  December  31,  1962,  and,  December  31, 
1963.  The  Assets  and  Liabilities  are  shown  with  the 
Liabilities  exceeding  the  Assets  showing  a  Net  Debt 
of  $44,800.16  for  1963,  as  compared  to  a  Net  Debt  of 
$51,644.00  for  1962.  The  Current  Liability  ratio  ex- 
ceeds the  Current  Assets  ratio  by  $9,800.16. 

Exhibit  A-2  shows  analysis  of  change  in  Debt.  Ex- 
hibit A-3  shows  appropriations  as  raised  by  the  vote  of 
the  Town,  receipts  and  reimbursements  of  appropria- 
tions, expenditures  and  balances  as  under-expended 
and  over-expended.  The  final  over-expended  balance  of 
appropriations  was  $1,512.49.  Compared  to  the  year 
1962  overdraft  of  $27,242.43,  a  marked  improvement. 

Exhibit  A-4  shows  anticipated  revenue  sources  and 
amounts  actually  received  by  the  Town.  The  final  ex- 
cess of  receipts  over  anticipated  revenues  was  a  revenue 
surplus  of  $9,957.75.  Compared  to  the  year  1962  reve- 
nue deficit  of  $484.50,  a  marked  improvement.  The 
Town  had  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $8,445.26  for  1963, 
compared  with  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $27,726.93  for 
1962. 

Departments 

Exhibits   B-1   through  I  show  summaries  of  each 
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Department's  receipts,  expenditures  and  proof  of  bal- 
ance. All  monies  were  accounted  for  by  reconciling 
with  depository  banks. 

Verification  notices  were  sent  out  on  all  delinquent 
taxes  for  the  Levy  of  1963. 

General  Comments 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Town  improved  dur- 
ing- the  year  1963.  Appropriations  were,  in  most  cases, 
expended  and  kept  within  the  budget.  Estimated  reve- 
nues were  conservative  and  revenues  exceeded  esti- 
mations. 

The  general  practice  of  the  Town  Management  has 
changed.  The  records  of  appropriations  and  revenues 
are  being  referred  to  constantly  to  maintain  budget 
controls.  Control  of  purchases  are  maintained  and  bids 
are  now  being  asked  on  most  items  obtained  by  the 
Town. 

My  congratulations  on  the  general  improvements  in 
the  Town.  To  the  officials  of  the  Town,  many  thanks 
for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  given  to  me  during 
the  course  of  the  audit.

Department  statistics  during  the  past  year  show  a 
considerable  increase  in  crimes  and  complaints  as  com- 
pared to  the  same  period  for  1962.  The  greatest  in- 
creases have  been  in  the  categories  of  buildings  forcibly 
entered  and  in  vandalism  complaints.  In  both  groups, 
the  amount  of  property  stolen  and  damaged  shows  a 
comparable  gain  in  cash  value  with  the  rate  of  solving 
the  cases  and  recovery  of  property  being  approximately 
one-half  of  the  amount  reported  stolen.  Arrests  in- 
creased also,  especially  those  for  motor  vehicle  viola- 
tions. The  total  number  of  auto  accidents  remains  ap- 
proximately the  same,  while  accidents  causing  personal 
injuries  were  far  less  than  in  previous  years. 

While  this  increase  in  the  crime  rate  is  somewhat 
alarming  to  many  residents  and  merchants;  we  must 
take  into  consideration  that  our  town's  population  has 
consistently  grown  and  in  direct  proportion,  so  too  have 
the  number  of  business  establishments.  This  growth 
and  workload  of  law  enforcement  is  not  just  a  local 
problem,  but  one  of  national  concern  in  which  all  police 
agencies  are  putting  forth  great  efforts  to  prevent  and 
solve  as  many  crimes  as  possible.  For  this  aim  and 
determination  we  must  continue  to  train  our  personnel 
in  criminal  apprehension  knowledge  and  police  pro- 
cedures. We  must  replace,  repair,  and  purchase  neces- 
sary and  modern  equipment  to  bring  our  department 
up-to-date.  We  must  have  sufficient  space  and  facilities 
to  house  our  supplies  and  records,  and  to  carry  out  our 
interrogations  and  investigations.  We  must  also  keep 
the  wage  scale  in  line  with  the  ever  increasing  cost  of 
living.   The  salaries  and  fringe  benefits  for  police  offi- 
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cers  must  be  maintained  at  a  standard  to  be  acceptable 
and  adequate  for  experienced,  efficient,  and  honest  per- 
sonnel. A  good  law  enforcement  officer  is  not  a  laborer, 
but  a  trained  and  knowledgeable  public  servant  engaged 
in  a  necessary,  but  difficult  and  many  times  hazardous 
occupation. 

To  the  citizens  who  have  cooperated  and  assisted 
the  department  in  upholding  the  law  I  am  very  grateful.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Highway  Department 

For  the  Year  1963 

To  the  Hojiorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town 
Manager: 

The  following  is  my  report  covering  some  of  the 
activities  of  the  department  during  the  year : 

Our  winter  maintenance  work  was  increased  in  ex- 
pense by  35  to  40%  due  to  severe  sleet  and  ice  storms 
causing  the  purchase  of  extra  salt  and  sand.  We  were 
about  out  of  sand  by  the  middle  of  February  and  had 
to  add  to  our  stock  pile  for  the  balance  of  the  winter. 

Our  summer  activities  were  about  the  same  as  usual 
except  for  a  changeover  on  our  surface  treatment  of 
the  streets  and  roads.  Most  of  this  operation  was  let 
out  to  contract  at  a  substantial  saving  in  the  costs  in- 
volved, over  the  expense  of  the  department  doing  the 
same  work. 

The  special  appropriations  for  the  rebuilding  of 
Buzell  Avenue  and  the  widening  of  Water  Street  were 
both  completed  under  Town  supervision  by  local  con- 
tractors at  substantial  savings  to  the  Town  on  both 
projects. 

On  May  15,  1963,  regulations  for  the  rubbish  col- 
lection service  were  made  and  put  into  effect  by  the 
Selectmen.  This  made  another  substantial  saving  to 
the  taxpayers  over  the  previous  years  as  this  service 
had  been  way  out  of  line  for  years. 

In  our  sewer  operations  for  the  year  there  were 
about  the  same  number  of  complaints,  phone  calls,  as 
usual  all  times  of  day  and  night.  During  the  past  year 
new  drainage  lines  were  installed  on  Crawford  Street 
and  new  manholes  for  sewer  lines  in  other  places.  Also 
new  lines  to  replace  old  ones,  in  various  places,  were 
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constructed.    The  cleaning  of  all  catch  basins  in  the 
town  twice  a  year  was  done  as  usual. 

There  have  been  in  the  past  year  new  streets  added 
to  our  maintenance  work  and  some  formerly  maintained 
State  Highway  roads  have  been  turned  over  to  the  town 
for  our  department  to  maintain. 

On  February  1,  1963,  a  new  department  was 
created  in  the  town  known  as  The  Department  of  Public 
Works,  including  the  Highway  and  Water  Departments 
under  one  head. 

I  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  The  Public 
Works  Department  on  February  1,  1963,  by  our  forme 
Town  Manager.  On  August  10,  1963,  our  former  Town 
Manager  resigned  and  on  September  1,  1963,  our  pres- 
ent Town  Manager  was  appointed  as  Town  Manager  and 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works.  At  this  time  I  was 
made  Superintendent  of  Streets  again. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  town  officials, 
other  department  heads  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
for  their  assistance  in  helping  me  with  our  duties  over 
the  years.

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1963  was  another  busy  year  for  the  department.  As 
the  population  of  the  town  increases  so  does  the  demand 
for  new  services  and  the  consumption  of  water  is  much 
greater. 

With  the  hot,  dry  summer,  all  sources  of  supply 
were  taxed  to  the  limit  even  to  the  activation  of  Water 
Works  Pond.  Though  obsolete  the  filter  plant  at  the 
Portsmouth  Ave.  Station  combined  with  the  Skinner 
Springs  in  Stratham  performed  yeoman  service 
throughout  the  summer  and  fall  until  the  new  Stadium 
Well  was  put  into  operation.  All  supplies  will  be  con- 
tinued to  be  used  alternately  or  together  as  the  situation 
demands  except  for  Water  Works  Pond,  which  will  be 
discontinued  for  the  winter. 

We  were  very  fortunate  to  have  Water  Works  Pond 
to  fall  back  on  which  allowed  for  very  little  curtailment 
in  the  use  of  water.  A  good  many  other  communities 
were  not  so  fortunate. 

With  the  cleaning  of  Lary  Lane  Well  and  the  over- 
haul of  pumps  at  Lary  Lane  and  Portsmouth  Ave.  we 
should  be  in  good  shape  for  the  summer  of  1964. 

1963  saw  the  retirement  of  George  G.  Bean  as  Super- 
intendent of  the  Exeter  Water  Department,  after  40 
years  of  service  to  the  community. 

During  the  year  we  pumped  258  days  around  th^} 
clock  and  there  were  121  days  when  the  pump  at  Lary 
Lane  did  not  stop  (July  3  to  Oct.  31) . 

On  our  peak  day,  as  shown  above,  we  pumped 
216,160  gallons  more  than  we  did  on  the  peak  day  of 
1962. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  town  officers  and 
other  departments  for  their  help  when  needed.

Public  Library  Report 


It  is  with  some  pleasure  and  sadness  that  the  annual 
report  is  presented  for  1963. 

Renovations  and  Improvements 

In  the  fall  the  front  doors  of  the  building-  were 
changed  so  that  they  would  open  outward  to  comply 
with  the  state  laws.  The  floors  of  the  reference  and 
reading  rooms  were  refinished  with  the  satisfying  re- 
sult that  they  looked  like  new.  The  lawn  around  the 
front  of  the  building  was  thoroughly  cared  for  and 
reseeded.  This  was  made  possible  by  a  gift  of  money 
from  the  former  Exeter  Garden  Club. 

Juvenile  Department 

Reference  work  is  on  the  increase  in  this  depart- 
ment. If  this  continues  at  the  rate  it  has  been  we  will 
not  have  a  large  enough  room  to  accommodate  the  de- 
mand. Circulation  increased  considerable  and  statistics 
show  that  new  borrowers  are  coming  to  town. 

Pupils  from  the  Elementary  School  and  Exeter  Day 
School  visited  the  library  accompanied  by  their  teach- 
ers and  classroom  mothers. 

Adult  Department 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  requests  for  genealogi- 
cal information.  This  type  of  work  is  time  consum- 
ing and  has  to  be  done  most  of  the  time  outside  of 
regular  hours.  We  have  an  excellent  department  and 
the  town  should  be  justly  proud  of  it. 

Circulation  continued  to  gain  and  new  people  are 
constantly  joining  our  ranks. 

More  room  is  definitely  needed  to  provide  better 
facilities  for  reference  work.  The  High  School  Library 
has  aided  us  but  that  is  not  enought  to  fill  the  need. 

Bell  Histories 

The  library  still  has  some  Bell  Histories  for  sale. 
These  were  left  by  Mrs.  Bailey,  daughter  of  Governor 
Bell.  Since  they  are  out  of  print,  they  are  valuable. 
During  the  past  year  the  unbound  copies  have  been 
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bound  and  are  now  on  sale  for  $7.50.     Bound  damaged 
copies  are  sold  for  $5.00. 

Friends  of  the  Library 

The  assistance  received  from  the  Friends  of  the 
Library  Group  has  been  greatly  appreciated.  The  weed- 
ing out  of  books  no  longer  valuable  for  current  use 
gave  us  more  room  for  newer  ones  and  the  sale  of  some 
of  the  discards  added  to  the  book  funds.  Monthly  trips 
to  the  Eventide  Home  have  been  of  valuable  assistance 
and  the  ladies  at  the  Home  have  been  grateful  for  the 
service. 

In  the  observance  of  National  Library  Week  mem- 
bers of  the  group  were  on  the  planning  committee  for 
the  dinner  meeting  held  at  the  Exeter  Inn.  Groups  at- 
tended from  nine  surrounding  towns.  Mrs.  Rachel  San- 
born, state  extension  librarian,  introduced  the  chair- 
men of  various  groups  and  the  guest  speaker,  Herbert 
E.  Kimball,  chairman  of  the  governor's  committee  for 
better  libraries. 

Personnel 

Mrs.  Philip  Burbank,  who  came  to  us  in  April,  1961, 
as  a  part-time  assistant,  resigned  the  last  of  April,  1963. 

Mrs,  Thomas  Gallant  joined  the  staff  in  the  fall  but 
did  not  remain  with  us  after  the  first  of  the  year  1964. 

Mr.  Douglas  Snow  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  left 
by  the  death  of  Mr.  Clifton  Towle. 

In  August  Mr.  James  Allan  Pimie,  a  member  of  the 
Library  Committee  since  March,  1931,  passed  away. 
He  was  a  faithful  member  serving  on  the  book  com- 
mittee and  repair  committee  at  various  times.  His 
presence  will  be  greatly  missed. 

I  thank  the  staff  and  library  committee  for  their 
continued  loyality  and  support.

Exeter  Community  Center 


1963  saw  the  completion  of  five  full  years  of  activity 
in  the  Court  Street  building  administered  by  the  Com- 
munity Center  Commission,  Supported  initially  by  an 
appropriation  in  the  town  budget,  the  Commission  also 
receives  funds  from  the  rent  of  rooms  in  the  building 
and  from  donations.  The  building  is  now  in  constant 
use,  weekdays  and  weekends.  The  activities  which  it 
has  made  possible  more  than  fulfill  the  hopes  of  its  or- 
ganization. 

In  the  past  year  younger  children  benefited  from  a 
summer  play  period  held  on  the  Center  grounds  though 
funds  were  not  provided  for  the  playground  program 
which  Exeter  has  come  to  appreciate.  On  Saturday 
mornings  during  the  school  year  the  elementary  school 
children  learned  arts  and  crafts,  dramatics,  and  parti- 
cipated in  table  games,  group  singing  and  story  telling. 
Adults  were  offered  home  demonstration  classes  in 
family  management,  menu  planning  and  sewing  crafts. 
Basketball  teams  for  young  men  and  women  in  the  com- 
munity were  organized  and  held  regular  practices  in 
the  Junior  High  Gym.  The  retarded  children  of  Bixler 
House  held  woodworking  classes  in  a  basement  work- 
shop. 

Two  polio  clinics  were  held  for  adults  and  children 
who  had  not  received  coverage  elsewhere.  An  Amateur 
Radio  Society  was  organized  to  transmit  from  the  Com- 
munity Center  building.  Well-qualified  leaders  were 
obtained  whenever  possible  by  the  Commission  to  assure 
high  quality  in  these  programs.  During  Christmas  va- 
cation the  Center  and  the  YMCA  cooperated  in  a  Games 
Tournament  for  elementary  school  children. 

Other  organizations  which  availed  themselves  of  the 
facilities  were  the  Exeter  Players,  Brownies,  Boy 
Scouts,  YMCA,  the  P.-T.A.  for  play  rehearsals  and  Girl 
Scouts.  Occasional  meetings  or  projects  were  held  by 
the  Junior  Woman's  Club  and  League  of  Women  Voters. 
Joint  projects  were  sponsored  by  the  High  School  and 
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Academy  student  councils,  resulting  in  a  redone  room 
converted  into  a  carpentry  workshop  at  the  Center,  and 
improved  office  space  at  the  Seacoast  Family  Service 
Center.  The  American  Red  Cross,  Exeter  District 
Nurse  and  Calvary  Baptist  Church  are  located  in  the 
building  as  well. 

In  cooperation  with  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, the  Community  Center  Commission  sponsored  a 
youth  survey,  started  in  the  summer  of  1963.  This  study 
has  covered  four  stages.  The  first  was  to  gather  back- 
ground material  from  the  school  records  of  a  random 
sample  of  high  school  students.  Then  the  parents  of 
these  students  were  interviewed  to  learn  how  the  family 
spends  its  leisure  time  and  what  problems  and  oppor- 
tunities exist  for  young  people.  In  the  third  stage  the 
students  themselves  were  interviewed  along  the  same 
lines.  The  last  group  to  be  interviewed  were  the  busi- 
ness men  and  youth  leaders  who  came  in  contact  with 
the  high  school  age  group. 

It  is  again  the  conclusion  of  the  Commission  that 
full-time  professional  leadership  MUST  be  secured  in 
order  to  continue  service  to  Exeter  and  to  utilize  to 
best  advantage  the  existing  facilities.  The  Community 
Center  can  be  of  inore  value  and  more  lasting  benefit 
to  Exeter. 

The  past  years  have  shown  a  tremendous  growth  in 
the  school  as  well  as  town  population.  The  Exeter  area 
has  great  resources  for  recreational,  as  well  as  work 
opportunities,  for  all  the  community.  The  utilization  of 
the  existing  facilities  and  these  resources  can  NOT  be 
adequately  administered  by  part-time  or  volunteer 
leadership.  Exeter  needs  a  full  time  professional  recrea- 
tion director  to  coordinate  and  administer  a  full  time 
program  that  will  benefit  all  people  in  the  community.

Civil  Defense  Department 


Exeter,  N.  H.,  January  31,  1964 

"Civil  Defense  is  everyone's  job,"  and  only  by  all  of 
the  people  participating  can  we  achieve  our  ultimate 
goal,  of  furnishing  protection,  to  all  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Exeter,  from  Radioactive  Fallout,  a  Warning 
and  Communications  Center  that  will  be  of  use  to  us 
every  day  throughout  the  year,  and  to  enlighten  each 
and  every  citizen  in  the  community  what  to  do  in  case 
of  a  disaster,  natural  or  otherwise. 

The  selectmen  replaced  the  former  Civil  Defense 
Director  on  January  10,  1963.  Following  this  the  Civil 
Defense  Department  was  organized  with  a  man  in 
charge  of  each  unit.  The  present  list  of  officers  appears 
at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Next,  program  papers  were  filed  showing  the  action 
being  taken  by  each  Civil  Defense  Unit.  This  qualified 
the  town  to  receive  State  and  Federal  funds  and  ma- 
terial. 

Several  planning  meetings  were  held  to  discuss 
action  to  be  taken  by  each  unit.  This  was  followed  by  a 
course  in  Radiological  Monitering  given  by  Mr.  W.  R. 
Williams  from  the  State  Civil  Defense  Office.  Twenty- 
seven  men  qualified  for  Radiological  Monitering.  Dur- 
ing October  we  received  15  Radiological  Monitering 
Sets  and  distributed  them  to  our  Fallout  Shelters, 
which  are  now  marked.  Familiarize  yourselves  where 
these  are  located.  We  have  literature  of  all  kinds  on 
shelters  and  all  the  different  phases  of  Civil  Defense 
which  are  available  to  those  who  wish  them. 

Exeter  was  host  to  the  other  Civil  Defense  Directors 
in  Rockingham  County  at  a  meeting  where  the  State 
Civil  Defense  Director,  General  Francis  McSwiney,  and 
the  Rockingham  County  Director,  Mr.  Edward  Butler, 
spoke  about  new  Civil  Defense  policy  and  answered 
questions  by  the  Civil  Defense  Directors. 

At  the  town  meeting,  three  articles  in  the  warrant 
dealt  with  Civil  Defense  needs.    One  article  would  have 
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provided  the  amount  needed  to  up-date  the  Warning 
System  and  provide  training,  etc.  Another  article  re- 
quested funds  for  a  Civil  Defense  Control  Center,  which 
is  required  to  qualify  for  certain  types  of  Federal  As- 
sistance and  which  would  permit  continuity  of  govern- 
ment in  the  event  of  a  nuclear  attack.  The  third  article 
provided  for  a  garage  for  the  ambulance  offered  to  the 
town  by  the  Brewitt  Funeral  Home,  in  case  the  am- 
bulance was  not  taken  over  by  the  Fire  Department. 
These  articles  were  all  defeated,  but  about  700-800 
people  supported  them. 

Regarding  the  new  addition  to  be  built  on  the  Exeter 
Post  Office,  a  letter  was  written  to  the  United  States 
Government  General  Service  Administration  asking 
that  a  Fallout  Shelter  be  included  in  the  building.  Sen- 
ators Cotton  and  Mclntyre  both  added  their  weight  to 
this  request.  At  present  such  a  project  requires  specific 
authorization  by  the  Congress,  however,  the  Civil  De- 
fense Bill  now  before  the  Congress  would  provide  funds 
for  shelters  in  new  government  buildings.  This  bill 
has  passed  the  House  of  Representatives  and  now  awaits 
action  by  the  United  States  Senate. 

On  August  22,  1963,  fourteen  shelters  were  quali- 
fied as  public  fallout  shelters  giving  a  total  of  1,725 
shelter  spaces.  A  list  of  shelters  is  included  at  the  end 
of  this  report.  The  food  and  equipment  for  stocking 
these  shelters  is  now  at  the  Naval  Shipyard  at  Ports- 
mouth and  is  expected  momentarily.  Because  of  a  new 
policy  to  use  buildings  with  a  lower  protection  factor 
and  because  several  buildings  in  town  qualify  for  up- 
grading, additional  shelter  spaces  will  be  available  later 
this  year. 

On  April  17,  1963,  Mrs.  Virginia  Legro  of  State 
Civil  Defense  Headquarters  gave  a  course  on  nutrition 
and  other  aspects  of  shelter  life. 

An  auxiliary  Police  Force  is  being  established  by 
Police  Chief  Richard  Irvine,  as  suggested  by  the  State 
Civil  Defense  Organization. 
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A  shelter  management  training  course  was  given 

for  about  twenty-five  men  on  February  19-23.  This 

involved   two    2-hour    classroom    sessions,    plus  about 
forty  hours  under  simulated  shelter  conditions. 

In  conclusion,  the  town  of  Exeter  could  prepare  it- 
self to  prevent  a  considerable  amount  of  death  and 
radiation  sickness  in  the  event  of  a  nuclear  attack. 
There  is  a  common  sense,  low-cost  plan  for  doing  this 
which  involves  adequate  warning,  shelter,  continuity  of 
government  and  the  necessary  training.  The  Civil  De- 
fense Organization  stands  ready  and  willing  to  prepare 
the  town  at  the  least  cost  but  it  cannot  act  without 
support  by  the  town.

REPORT  OF  THE  GROUP 
TO  STUDY  MUNICIPAL  GOVERNMENT 


February  3,  1964. 

The  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1962,  voted  to  have  a 
committee  to  study  the  structure  of  government  in  the 
town  and  make  its  recommendations. 

Since  a  local  government  is  chiefly  a  service-giving 
institution,  it  should  be  the  concern  of  the  governing 
body,  as  well  as  the  electorate,  to  see,  first,  that  the 
local  government  provides  the  services  the  people  want ; 
second,  that  the  government  is  organized  properly  to 
administer  those  services,  and  third,  that  a  continuous, 
diligent  effort  is  made  to  insure  the  effective  perform- 
ance of  those  services. 

The  committee  had  an  organizational  meeting  on 
April  6,  1963.  It  was  decided  to  have  a  speaker  on 
Municipal  Forms  of  Government  from  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire.  Mr.  Robert  Drake  from  the  Uni- 
versity attended  our  meeting  on  April  20,  which  proved 
to  be  highly  informative.  He  presented  data  on  (1) 
Town  Meeting  Form,  (2)  Representative  Town  Meeting, 
RSA  Chapter  40-A,  (3)  City  Form,  four  different 
types  — 

Namely:    Commission  Form 

Weak  Mayor^Council  Form 
Strong  Mayor-Council  Form 
Council-Manager  Form 

After  much  discussion  on  various  forms  in  our  fol- 
lowing meetings,  it  was  decided  to  set  up  three  (3) 
sub-committees  to  study  and  report  back  on  their  find- 
ings. (Listed  at  the  end  of  this  report.) 

At  our  meeting  of  January  29,  1964,  it  was  decided 
to  again  put  an  article  in  the  warrant  to  continue  the 
study  group.  It  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  only 
through  an  intellectual  and  thorough  study  of  all  phases 
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of  municipal  government  could  a  final  recommendation 
be  given  to  the  electorate  in  the  Town  of  Exeter  for 
its  consideration.

Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 

and  District  Fire  Chief 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the 
greatest  forest  fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than 
sixty  years.  The  continued  drought  brought  home  to 
our  citizens,  as  never  before,  the  potential  threat  of 
destructive  fires  to  their  beautiful  and  valuable  forests, 
homes  and  livelihood.  In  true  American  tradition  of 
meeting  a  common  threat  by  volunteer  effort,  this  fire 
danger  was  minimized  by  active  prevention,  patrol  and 
a  relinguishing  of  personal  rights  for  the  common  good. 
It  was  the  greatest  demonstration  of  public  coopera- 
tion ever  experienced  by  those  responsible  for  local  and 
state  fire  control.  The  ready  forces  of  volunteer  fire 
services  kept  the  losses  low.  For  their  effort  and  public 
response  the  general  fire  services  expresses  its  heart- 
felt thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention,  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the 
bad  fire  years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a 
part  of  our  public  conscience  —  a  habit.  Just  plain  care- 
lessness with  fire  causes  too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn  within 
the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place.  Burn  late  in  the 
afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or  on  rainy  or  damp  days. 
Check  your  fire  and  if  winds  develop  extinguish  it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  —  its  safer.  A  neglected 
backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make  this  a  year- 
round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your  surroundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep  matches 
away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect  fire  and  not  make 
it  a  subject  of  play. 

Let's  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep 
New  Hampshire  Green"  and  growing  in  1964.
